PASCAGOULA — Pascagoula High 
School graduate Kevin Klasky is a survivor. 

Even though he has lost four members of 
his immediate family in the last 14 years, 
Kevin is looking forward to the future as 
he heads to the University of Mississippi 
on a $24,000 Lucky Day scholarship that is 
awarded to students based on need. 

“Without the scholarship, I probably 
wouldn’t be going to college,” Kevin said. . 

In the face of a life filled with adversity, 
Kevin said he has found strength and com- 
fort from his friends and their families whom 
he has known since he was a young child. 

“I have two really great cousins and I 
have the greatest friends,” Kevin said. “I 
love all my friends and they have helped 
me through a lot.” 

Kevin was only 5 when his mother, Adri- 
enne Klasky, was killed by her ex-husband, 
Michael Graham, on April 7, 1989, at the 
intersection of Pascagoula Street and Jack- 
son Avenue. 

Her death stunned the community. She 
left behind two young sons. Graham was 
convicted of murder and is serving a life 
sentence. 

“T don’t really remember much about that 
day,” Kevin said. “I was at Bethel Christian 
Academy in the gym when they came to get 
me. I don’t even remember who it was.”

The young boy was taken to 
his “Nannie’s” home where he 
went everyday after school. 
There, he was told his mother 
had died. 

“J didn’t really understand it 
all at the time because I was so 
young,” Klasky said. 

He and his older brother, 
Michael, went to live with their 
maternal grandparents, Lyle 
and Barbara Klasky. Lyle 
Klasky was a well-known busi- 
nessman in the city and former 
owner of Brumfield’s. 

“Then, my grandmother died 
when I was about 8 or 9 and 
soon after that my aunt, Syd- 
ney Klasky, came to live with 


us and help my grandpa with 


us,” Kevin said. 

Kevin grew up attending 
Pascagoula schools, first at 
Beach Elementary and then at 
Trent Lott Middle before going 
to Pascagoula High School. 

But during his freshman year, 
tragedy struck again. Within 
months of being diagnosed with 
cancer, Lyle Klasky succumbed 
to the disease, leaving his 
daughter Sydney Klasky to take 
care of the two teens. But her 
health was not the best as she 
battled lupus and fibrosis in her 
lungs. 

About two years ago, older 
brother Michael joined the U.S. 
Army and is stationed at Fort 
Bragg, N.C. 

“After Michael left, it was just 


the two of us,” Kevin said. 

As Sydney Klasky’s health 
began to deteriorate, Kevin jug- 
gled school work and hospital 
visits that increased intensely 
during the past four months, — 

“It’s been a crazy year,” Kevin 
said. “I've have had a lot going 
on with all this college stuff and 
trying to get everything ready 
and going back and forth to the 
hospital.” 

Sydney Klasky wanted to 
attend her nephew’s graduation 
Thursday night at War Memor- 
ial Stadium. But hours before 
he was to walk with his class, 
she died at Singing River Hos- 
pital. 

“I know Kevin realizes that 
Sydney is with hixa in a much 


bigger way now, and that she 
did see him graduate,” said 
Renee Hague, whose daughter, 
Laura, is Kevin’s girlfriend. 

“We just love Kevin,” Hague 
said. “He is such a spiritual per- 
son. He is courageous and 
compassionate and the first to 
help anyone who needs help. He 
just wants to make good out of 
everything that has happened 
to him.” 

Amazingly, after everything 
that has occurred in Kevin's life, 
he is not bitter. : 

“Yes, I have grieved for those I 
have lost, but I have mourned 
and then I have put it away,” 
Kevin said. 

“I have come to realize that 

there’s not. much you can do 
about these kinds of things 
because what is going to hap- 
pen is going to happen.” 

But Kevin has not been alone 
to face each tragedy. Not only 
have Kevin’s friends provided 
him with support, but many of 
their parents have become sur- 
rogate parents to him. 

“Kevin has had more trau- 
mas, more to cope with than 
any other student I have ever 
worked with,” said Deb Bana- 
han, a PHS counselor. Her son, 
Johnny Banahan is one of 
Kevin’s friends. 

“A lot of people would have 
given up and felt sorry for 
themselves, but not Kevin. He 
has never felt sorry for him- 
self; he just keeps going. He 
cares a lot about his education 
and how others perceive him.
